AN ACT with regard to school s.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of [Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The School Code is anended by changing

Section 10-20.14 as foll ows:

(105 I'LCS 5/10-20.14) (fromCh. 122, par. 10-20.14)

Sec. 10-20. 14. St udent di sci pline pol i ci es;
Par ent -t eacher advisory committee.

(a) To establish and maintain a parent-teacher advisory
commttee to develop with the school board policy guidelines
on pupil discipline, including school searches, to furnish a
copy of the policy to the parents or guardi an of each pupi
wi thin 15 days after the beginning of the school year, or
within 15 days after starting classes for a pupil who
transfers into the district during the school year, and to
require that each school infornms its pupils of the contents
of its policy. School boards, along with the parent-teacher
advisory conmttee, are encouraged to annually reviewtheir
pupil discipline policies, the inplenentation of t hose
policies, and any other factors related to the safety of
their schools, pupils, and staff.

(b) The parent-teacher advisory comrittee in cooperation
with |l ocal |aw enforcenent agencies shall develop, wth the
school board, policy guideline procedures to establish and
mai ntain a reciprocal reporting system between the school
district and local law enforcenent agencies regarding
crimnal offenses commtted by students.

(c) The par ent -t eacher advi sory conm ttee, in
cooperation wth school bus personnel, shall develop, with
the school board, policy guideline procedures to establish

and nmaintain school bus safety procedures. These procedures
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shall be incorporated into the district's pupil discipline

policy.

(d) The school boar d, in consultation with the

parent -t eacher advisory committee and other comunity-based

organi zati ons, must include provisions in the student

discipline policy to address students who have denonstrated

behaviors that put them at risk for aqgqgressive behavior,

including without limtation bullying, as defined in the

poli cy. These provisions nust include procedures for

notifying parents or leqgal guardians and early intervention

procedures based upon avail able comuni ty-based and district

resources.
